Yesterday noon death ended the life of 
Henry Ottman, an old man, who WM quite 
widely known here, especially among those 
who have resided here for years. 
The 
particulars of his death are sad and tragic. 
Saturday afternoon he was as usual, at the 
house of his son Theodore and daughter 
Jennie, with whom he had for a long time 
lived, on what is known m the Lester 
farm. 
Captain 
Cargill, 
an 
old 
friend, was there also, having a visit with 
him. Mr. Ottman seemed strangely rest­ 
less and kept looking at his watch, and 
then at the clock, and several times asked 
if that was the right time. At last as the 
hands reached the hour of 3, he got oat of 
his chair, and hobbled Into the kitchen, as 
though going for a drink of water, and an 
instant later, a report of a pistol was heard. 
Caph Cargill and Mr. Ottman’stwo daugh­ 
ters tushing Into the room found the old 
gentleman sitting in a chair, near the 
outer door, with a pistol in his hand, and 
tho blood gushing from a wound in the 
temple. He was still conscious and told 
them that he had snot himself because 
he 
wanted 
to 
die, as 
he 
was 
tired 
of 
Ute. In 
less than half 
an hour he became unconscious. Dr. Judd 
was called at once, and hastened thither, 
bat the old man was beyond the reach of 
even the best surgical skill An examina­ 
tion of the wound showed that the ball had 
entered the right side of the heed about 
three quarters ot an inch above, and an 
inch back of the eye, and penetrating the 
frontal brain had passed around following 
somewhat the skull, and lodging on the 
other side. It proved useless to probe for 
the ball, and despite all human efforts, it 
was evident that he could not live, and so 
It proved. He lingered until yesterday 
noon when death ended further suffer­ 
ing. 
The weapon used was a little single bar­ 
reled pistol carrying about a No. 20 ball. 
Mr. Ottman had 
carried 
the pistol 
for several years. As to the causes 
which 
led 
him 
to 
use 
it 
upon 
himself it seems that the chief was an un- 
foilunate melancholy of mind, brought on 
by the breaking down of physical strength. 
For a long time Mr. Ottman has been rn 
feeble health, and of 
late has suffered 
greatly from dropsy. 
His mind has been 
weakening with the body, and at times he 
has expressed a feeling that life was hardly 
worth keeping, and that he felt himself a 
burden upon his children. 
His sons and 
daughters have done everything that affec­ 
tionate children could do to make his last 
days bright, and have gladly shown an 
attention and devotion which has often ex­ 
cited admiration and elicited worthy praise 
f rom.fricnds oi the family who have been in 
circumstances to know the details oi the 
home life, but this attention and devotion 
seemed only to Increase the infirm old 
man’s feeling that life was a burden to him* 
and that it made him a burden to others* 
BUU there was no intimation that be ever 
thought of taking kb life, and the shock 
was a9 sudden as it was sad. 
Dr. J add has been attending him of late • 
and last Tuesday told him that he saw lit* 
tie chance for his recovery from the dis­ 
ease which so crippled him. Mr. Ottman 
made still further inquiries as to bow long 
be could live, and on his physician telling 
him that it would not be many weeks, he 
replied that he wished he could die now. 
He said he could not stand the pain. The 
doctor assured him he could be made com­ 
fortable, but he still repeated that Hie was 
a burden. 
Though he had never intimated that he 
even thought of 
committing suicide* 
yet 
it 
was 
evident 
that 
a dark 
melancholy had settled on his weakened 
mind, and it is thought that he had se­ 
cretly determined that at a certain hoar 
he would coinmmlt the deed, and when 
that hour cane he carried oat b's resolu­ 
tion. Had he not done so death would 
doubtless have claimed him in a few weeks. 
He had reached the age of 79 years. 
Mr. Oilman leaves besides his son Theo­ 
dore and daughter Jennie, with whom he 
was living, another son, Joseph, and a 
daughter, Libbie, who live about a mile 
from the other members of the family, on 
C. T. Wilcox’s farm. He leaves also one 
son, George Ottman, who now lives in 
Leadville. The family have many friends 
here, t 9 they have resided here for years, 
and those thus suddenly bereaved will re­ 
ceive most heartfelt sympathy. 
Tho funeral services will bo beld at the 
house to-morrow morning at ll o'clock, 
conducted by Rev. IL Favile.
